Bank clearings are up this year an 
average of a million dollars per week from 
the figures of last year. Tax collections, in- 
cluding sales of property and payments of 
arrears, are at a rate which ensures an all- 
time record when the year ends. Despite 
the things we can't get at the stores, the 
customs office took in more money in No- 
vember than in any preceding month. 

It is getting difficult to remember that 
just ten years ago Edmonton was capital- 
izing relief expenditures and haggling with 
the Provincial and Dominion Governments 
as to which should put up how much 
toward paying doles every week. to an 
army of unemployed men and women. The 
recollection is not pleasant, but the facts 
need to be kept in mind—as a spur to the 
resolution that it must not happen again. 

Then the city treasury was empty; now 
it is full. That simple contrast symbolizes 
the revolution that has come about in the 
lives of the citizens and in the financial 
position of the city. What brought it 
about? The chief factor can be named in 
two words—full employment. Back of 
that of course are many things which con- 
tributed to creating the employment, but 
these two words tell the tale. 

A chance for every man to earn a liv- 
ing is what it takes, and all that it takes, 
to induce prosperity. Conditions in Ed- 
monton today, compared with conditions 
ten years ago, supply all the proof that is 
required,

Unhelpful Dissension 


The people of Greece have surely suf- 
fered enough for one generation, at the 
hands of Axis invasion forces, gestapo 
persecutors,. and Hitler's exploitation ex- 
perts. But they are threatened by .the 
added horrors of a civil war, which appar- 
ently would have broken out already but 
for the presence of British troops under a 
commander who said law and order must 
be maintained, 

Similar political cleavages have oc- 
curred in some other liberated countries, 
but the tension in Greece seems to be the 
most critical. The root of the trouble is 
that the guerilla forces refuse to surren- 
der their arms, as their government has 
ordered them to do, Since the Axis troops 
have been cleared out of the country, the 
implication is that the weapons are 
wanted in order to stage a faction fight 
for power, 

The up-shcet of the situation, in Greece 
and other liberated states, is that the Al- 
lies will have to maintain disciplinary 
forces to back up the civil authorities, They 
cannot afford to have civil war blazing in 
the rear of their battle lines, whether to 
please political ‘outs’ who want to get 
“in,” or to accommodate Axis agents and 
Quislings. 

What the mischief-provokers do not 
seem to See, or care about, is that turbul- 
ence in the liberated areas would help the 
Nazis, whether intended to do that or not. 
But what they cannot surely fail to under- 
stand is that their countries need the full- 
est possible co-operation of their inhabi- 
tants in the job of repairing damages and 
getting again on a self-supporting basis. 
The liberated peoples—the treuble-makers 
included—are eating now at the expense of 
the Allies very largely. The factional hot- 
heads should not overlook that fact. 


The Woman Articulate 


Lady Nancy Astor, it is announced, will 
not seek re-election to the British House 
of Commons after the present parliament 
is dissolved, 

This will be a source of relief, doubtless, 
to many whose self-esteem has _ been 
wounded by the lady's acid tongue. Never- 
theless, and whatever her political merits 
or demerits, the retirement of this viva- 
cious figure will rob the’'Commons of a 
good dea! of its intellectual stimulation. 
For, during her 25 years of membership, 
her colleagues have had to look to their 
wits when Nancy took part in the debate. 

It is not only for her personal qualities, 
however, but rather as a symbol! that Lady 
Astor will be missed. 

For she was one of the pioneers of that

She 
never proferred an opinion in public. And 
the bare idea of a woman making a public 
address would have made every dowager, 
male and female, faint dead away.

And it required heroic 
efforts to break it. Lady Astor was one of 
those who contributed most to its demise. 

One should thank Lady Astor, then, for 
the new feminine order in politics and in 
public life.

man, He had been a man of dig- 
nity and courage and integrity; 
and he became a beast. We, from 
our lofty judicial heights can say; 

Other 
Frenchmen went into the Gestapo 
hell but they died rather than be- 
tray their fellow men. Petoit was 
weak. Petoit was a coward.” 

We can say these things. We 
who have never been tortured 
We who have never seen our loved 
ones tortured. We who have never 
had to go through that Gestapo 
hell. Yes, we can say these things, 
but coming from our lips what 
validity can they have?

the French Chamber of Deputies. 
Ile was called into the army. But 


Thorez was no longer interested in 
fighting Hitler He threw away 
his gun and deserted his country’s 
arm) He went underground and 
very soon escaped to Russia. There 
he remained through the rest of 
the war. There he remained while 
the people of France, his people, 
were being murdered and exploited 


by the Germans. Thorez lived in 
Moscow and the people of France 
organized the resistance move- 


ment. 

France is now free. 
government has pardoned Thorez 
for deserting France in her hour 
of peril and has thus paved the way 
for his return,

Three types of training are of 
fered in Alberta: the three-year 
certificate course which is offered 
at any general hospital; a four-yea 
course offered by the orovincial 
mental hospital at Ponoka, two 
years to be’ spent at the mental 


hospital and two years at a general 
hospital, and a five-year course of 
fered by the University of Alberta 
at Edmonton, leading the BS 

degree in nursing. This course con 
sists of one year’s academic work, 
three years of hospital training and 
then a final year of academic work

The qualifications for entering 
any of the nursing schools in Al 
berta are as follows: All student 
nurses must have the high school 


diploma with 100 credits, including 
Chemistry 2 and Physies 2 or Bi 
senior matriculation re-

Class System of Pensions 
Denounced by Society Head 


Denouncing the system of class pensions, public and pri- 
vate, and pointing out the need for a national universal sys- 
tem of pensions, Edward C, Fisher, president of the Alberta 
Pensioners’ Society, Incorporated, gave his report at the an- 
nual meeting of the society Monday night. 


We are fighting for a broader? 
and .better deal for all pensioners 
that will include and mean more 
to the old age pensioners than a 
mere class pension The present 
old age pensions isolates those 
drawing a pension into a separate 


class and necessitates a separate 


class fight 


Our idea is to have the act 
broadened to include all pensioners 
under one act, based upon a na 


tional universal system of pensions 


administered by a national depart 
ment of pensions,” Mr, Fisher told 
300 members of the society, gath 
ered in the IOOF hall 
BASED UPON RIGHT 

‘The principal of the pension 


would not be based upon class, or 
need, but upon right, There would 
be no distinction between ricn and 
poor, and no discrimination against 


those who were more fortunate 
during a life-time. All would enjoy 
a decent standard of living by 
cither a job or a pension.” 

Mr. Fisher said the Alberta 


Pensioners’ Society considers the 
conditions under which many 
helpless old age pensioners in 
the province Have to live He 
suggested that the welfare de- 
partment of the provincial gov- 
ernment and the city of Edmon- 
ton co-operate in an investiga 
tion into the conditions under 
which many of these people are 
forced to exist. 


rhe president outlined the 
amendments to the Old Age Pen 
sions Act which the society Is en- 
deavoring to obtain, He said they 
want to reduce the age limit from 
70 to 65 years for men and to 60 
years for women and to increase 
the amount of the pension from 


$30 to $40 per month 
Another change desired is where 


the applicant has retained Cana- 
dian domicile for 20 years, a tem 
porary absence in some other 
country should not count against 
the applicant's pension to any 
greater extent than a pro-rata re- 
duction of the pension, cor pond- 


ing to the number of years spent 


outside Canada 


OTHER CONDITIONS 

Mr. Fisher said the society felt 
the ownership of home property, 
valued at $3,500 or less, should not 
militate against the amount of pen- 
sion received, nor should there be 
any reduction in pension rate 
where the applicant is in receipt of 
outside assistance towards main- 
tenance. 

He said each pensioner should 
be allowed to have an emergency 
cash fund of $500 and that where 
necessary the state should provide 
clothing, shelter, sick benefits and 
funeral expenses. 

A pensioner should be per- 
mitted to visit outside of Can- 
ada for at least 90 days in any 


one year without compromising 
his pension rights, he said.

true significance of measures which 
may redistribute goods and ser- 
vices but which do not of them- 
selves increase productivity.
